“All information identifying any chemicals or substances that were spilled and/or 
released as a result of Super Storm Sandy (October 2013) at the Phillips 66 Bayway 
Refinery in Linded New Jersey. Any documents relating to the remediation, and clean of 
these chemicals, in November and December of 2013. Any documentation that would 
identify the substances that were cleaned up and removed by the refinery owners 
operators and specifically the subcontractor Miller's Launch and Miller Marine, or any 
chemicals that the individuals hired by Miller Launch or Miller Marine would be exposed 
to while cleaning and spill.”
